which liwo been referred to are so slight that 
a rtlr RiirTnJv ot water might jwsslbly rise to 
the biirfartsin tlio boring near Fort Lyons by 
means ot tho general favorable, dip to tile 
easts-aid, whlcji all the strata have been 
shown to have tn tfiii region ot tho Arkansas 
valley.

We ascertained that the boring near Fort 


IJymt hod been IJOffiui njwn Dm Colorado or 
middle group of Oretateous strata near its 
base, Ihe valley there being excavated ont of 
the upper portion. Tho drill -had passed 
through the remainder of this group; then 
through the Dakota or lower group of the 
Cretaceous series; then through the Jurassic 
scries, and into the Trlassic. 


In conseguoiiai of the destruction or disar- 


rangement of a large portion ot tho core 
which had been brought out o£ the boring by 
means of the diamond drill boforo'our ar- 
rlvnli we were not able to study fully the-flue 
M-ctlcm of strata which had been pierced by 
the drill which that core would have pre- 
sented if It had been carefully preserved. 


By examinations of the portions of'the core 


that had been ptescrved in connection witli 
the statements f uniishcd us by tne siiperin-- 
tcndent in charge of tho work, we assigned 
to each group of strata that had been piurced 
by the drill tho thickness expressed by the 
following figures:

Tho foregoing measurements In- 
dicate Uiat the several siuiips of strata, which 
have, bccu passed through by tho'drill, are 
considerably thinner than tney are Whcic, 
.they are upturned against the Inise1 of tho 
Kocky Mountains, about JOG. miles to tho 


• eastward. . This fact Indicates Uiat nil tho 
groups of strata beneath that portion of the 
groat plains will bo found In grow thinner to 
the eastward from tho mountains;'and Uiat 
therefore tlio whole series ot .strattned rocks 
which exist thero may be pierced by boring » 
considerable distance out upon the plains at ft 
much less depth than they would be nearer 
Iho mountains where the aggregate thickness 
ot those strafa, as seen, vvlmio they nro up- 
turned against the mountains, is very great. 


Wo Infer from this-also that tlio Trlasslo 


group in wl'.ich the drill Is uow working In 
the boring, near Kort Ljon, Is there probably 
not moru than 1,000 feet thick, and that it 
may bo cou-'idei ably less. 


At tho base of tho mountains the Trlasslc 


• strain rest ilhectly upon' tho granitic or nrtn- 


stratifled rocks, and they probably do the 
same beneath Fort I<yo». If so, tho base of 
thu 111-ioslu iiud uf thu « hole scrlc.1 of aliati 
lied roul.s which exist there will bo reached 
by not exceeding 1,000 feet more of boring. 
We also think It is barely possible that wa- 
ter may'lise to tho surface In.Uiatlwrlng, 
when the base of nil tho stratified rocks there 
Is reached by tho drill, hut, as before ex- 
plained, we believe such a result to be very 
doubtful.
